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ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . The Request for Reconsideration has been considered but does not place the 
application in condition for allowance. In the Remarks, Applicant argues that Zompa 
does not disclose or suggest information identifying at least one travel service provider 
scheduled to provide services to said traveler as recited in claim 1 . 

In response to the argument, Examiner respectfully disagrees. As claim 1 is 
currently recited, it does not preclude a travel service provider from being a travel 
agency or organization that arranges or coordinates the travel for the traveler. This 
interpretation is further supported by claim 6, which recites that the travel service 
provider may be a travel agency. Accordingly, Zompa discloses that when an employee 
is scheduled to travel, a travel center or agency is notified to make the travel 
arrangements. The travel center, in turn, sends "Travel Notification Messages" to 
specialized travel service providers that are scheduled to perform certain travel services 
for the employee (col. 2, lines 48-60; col. 4, lines 58-61 ). Thus, in addition to identifying 
the traveler by name, destination and dates of travel, the travel service providers are 
also identified as they are the recipients of the Travel Notification Messages requesting 
them to provide a specialized service. Figure 2 illustrates that a specialized travel 
service provider must be identified in order to receive the Travel Notification Messages 
containing the detailed travel information. Therefore, Examiner respectfully submits that 
Zompa does disclose information identifying at least one travel service provider 
scheduled to provide services to said traveler as recited in claim 1.
